EW YORK, February 
11. — |Special.] — The 
mugwump miecting in 
Cooper Union hall to- 
night was a dismal, 
‘ dreary failure. The at- 
tendancé was less than 
) one-half what the lead- 
| ars expected, and there was absolutely no en- 
‘thusiasm. Tho only redeeming feature of 
the aTair was that many of those who took 
‘part in it showed by their looks that they 
were ashamed of themselves. 
_ The hall was not full. Tho men on the 
\platform were men who contributed neither 
tyotes nor money to the success of the dem- 
ocratic party in local and state elections. 
‘A Mixed Crowd. 

The crowd off the platform was a mixed 
one. Hundreds of them were street hood- 
lums and idlers who would gather around 
@ street fakir or a strolling band as readily 
as they turned out tonight. 

There were scores of republicans present, 
land thoy were conspicuous by the generous 
applause they bestowed on 
the speakers. There were 
thugs from the east side, 
ready to pick pockets, if 
the opportunity offered. 

Two-thirds of those present 
were there out of idle curi- 
sity, and had nosympathy 


with the movement. Ar- ‘MR. CHAIRMAN.” 
fangements had” been made for an over- 
flow meeting outside, but there was no over- 
flow. A special detail of police had beon pro- 
vided to keep the crowd in order, but they had 
nothing to do. 

The silence at times was painfully embarrass- 
ing to the speakers. They tried hard to arouse 
some show of enthusiasm, but failed. Scat- 
tered through the andience were a number of 
young men who had been hired to lead the 
applause. The crowd would not be led into 
any marked demonstrations of approval. The 
speakers abused Hill and Tammany until they 
were hoarse, but their abuse fell flat.

“ LISTENING. canvassers visited ev- 
ery foot of the city and worked hard to secure 
the a‘tendance of business men, with indifferent 
success. There were in the hall less than five 
hundred men of any prominence or standing 
in business or professional life. The others 
present were the same idlers and curious per- 
sons wlio attend every public meeting. Hun- 
dteds came and looked on for a little while; 
then went away, amused or disgusted. Little 
squads of policemen stood about the ccrridois 
and doorways, and smilingly waited for the 
gteat crowd that never came. 

There Was No Applause. 

Persons passing along the streets by the 
Cooper Union, at 9 o'clock, could not discover 
that anything unusual was going on. The ap- 
plause of the speakers was never loud enough 
to be heard outside the hall. The claim of the 
mugwuimps, that the meeting would be a great 
outpouring of business men, proved false. The 
big de!egations that were expected from vari- 
ous parts of the state did not come, It was in 
mo sense a demoocratc meeting. The men 
conspicuous in the movement have not been 
trifle to the party. ‘They have gone over to the 
enemy at critical times in local battles.

HILL STILL’ GAINING: 


He Has Forty-Eight Out of the Fifty-One 
Delegates Selected. 


Axppany, N. Y., February 11.—[{Special.]— 
Reports from the democratic county conven- 
tions are now coming forward rapidly, and are 
most favorable to Senator Hill for president. 
Out of fifty-one delegates already chosen forty- 
cight are pledged to David B. Hill, while the 
other three may be counted as favorable to 
him. Reports from all over the state are of a 
most encouraging nature. 

A Ringing Endorsement. 

At the Alleghany county convention, held 
yesterday, the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, A leader under whose guidance seven 
successive annual victories have been won in the 
greatest state of the union; a leader under whose 
counsels a legislature was elected which chuse a 
democratic United States senator, the first in'six- 

_ teen years; a leader through whose advice the 
democracy have elected both branches of the leg- 
islature and the executive, and has made it posst- 
ble for the democracy to be fairly represented in 
the legislature, practically demonstrates the abil- 
ity to wisely and safely leadin the future, as he 
bas in the past. Such aeone ts found in David B. 
Hill,and we again affirm our implicit confi- 
dence in his leadership and know that he will lead 
us to victory; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the democratic convention of 
the county of Alleghany demands of its delegates 
that they shall doall within their power to effect 
the nomination of David B. Hilltothe officé of 
president of the United States, and that we urge 
the delegates chosen from the state of New York 
to the national convention to elect him our 
standard-be.irer who has known no defeat.

TEXAS FOR HILL 


Hubbard, the 
People for Him. 

Austin, Tex., February 11.—[Special.]— 
The Hill tidal wave has rolled all over the 
Lone Star State, leaving few localities un 
touched. 

Ex-Governor Richard;B. Hubbard expresses 
his preference for Hill in the strongest and 
most positive terms. He admires the brain, the 
nerve and the clean and patriotic dem- 
ocratic record of the New York statesman, 
and pronounces him the coming man. 

Governor Hubbard is a Georgian by birth, 
and there is not a more popular political 
leader in Texas or in the southwest. In 1884 
he was temporary chairman of the national 
democratic convention, and during Cleve- 
land’s administration was minister to China, 
where he made a splendid record.

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SILVER MEN CONFIDENT OF SUCOESS 


| In Getting Their Bill Through: Congress

WASHINGTON, Febraary 11.—[Special.]}—A 
prominent republican who is nuinbered among 
Mr. Blaine’s friends said today that one of the 
reasons why Mr. Blaine wrote his recent letter 
declining to become a candidate for the reppb- 
lican presidential nomination, was because he 
said he realized that there was no chance for a 
republican to be elected next’fall unless the 
democratic party made some very serious 
blunder in the meantime. Mr. Blaine did not 
believe this was probable. 

The talk of Blaine resigning the state port- 
folio has, of course, subsided since his v'goreus 
denial, but Mr. Blaine will probably have 
another attack of acute indigestion within a 
few days, and then perhaps he will make 
another statement which will lead to similar 
gossip; indeed, it does seem that Mr. Blaine's 
health is completely broken. | 

The Free Coinage Bill. 

The free coinage men of the house are de- 
termined tliat the bill reported from the cuin- 
age comnuittee shall be considered by the com- 
mittee at once. A petition was circulated 
today and signed by a large number of mem- 
bers, requesting the.committee on rules to set 
apart a day for the consideration of this meas- 
ure. 

The free coinage men expect to have the 
bill under consideration some time next week 
or the week after, and expect it to pass within 
thirty days. They are determined that nothing 
shall prevent the consideration: of this meas- 
ure, and will not submit to any delays what- 
ever. The democrats of the committee on 
rules are all free coinage men, and the chances 
are there will be no difficulty in getting a 
favorable report for the consideration of this 
measure. 

Unearthing the Rottenness. 

The resolution to investigate the pension 
office has — the house, and a special com- 
mittee of five will be appointed by the speaker 
tomorrow to investigate and report upon the 
manner in which this office ot been con- 
ducted. 

Some very sensational charges have been 
brought against Commissioner Raum, and the 
chances are the committee will dig up a large 
quantity of corruption and dishonest methods. 

Another resolution will be adopted by the 
house within a few days to inyestigate the 
census officer and the methods pursued by 
Superintendent Porter in taking the recent 
census, Some very serious charges have been 
brought against Mr. Porter and his methods, 
and the chances seem to favor the unearth- 
ment of some very rotten political schemi:¢. 

Captain Eve in Washington. 

Captain Edge Eve, of Columbia county, is 
here again today on his return froma short 
trip to New York. Captain Eve is the largest 
farmer in eastern Georgia, and one of the most 
popular nenin the tenth congressional dis- 
trict. He has never been anything but a 
farmer andisa good one. His friends want 
him to run for congress from the tenth dis- 
trict to succeed Colonel Tom Watson. 

They believe he is the one man in the 
district who could slay the Messiah without 
half trying. Heis a good speaker and is con- 
sidered quite an able man. Certain it is there 
is no more popular farmerin the tenth dis- 
trict than Captain Eve, and no manin Geor- 
gia oranywhere in the south has a better 
record, 

Captain Eve is saying nothing himself, but 
his friends are endeavoring toget his consent 
to announce as the farmers’ candidate for the 
democratic nomination.! 

Of course, Mr. Watson will not be a candi- 
date before the democratic convention. He 
will make the fight as a third party man in the 
election and notin the primary. A contest 
between Captain Eve and Mr. Watson would 
be quite a lively one, and very few. there are 
who doubt but that Captain Eve would be 
elected. 

_ The Third Party’s Schemes. 

The alliance mombers of congress met again 
last night. They meet every Wednesday 
night to discuss measures of relief to the agri- 
cultural classes of this country. The third 
party members do not meet with them now. 
Indeed, it seems that the third party congress- 
men would rather bave no relief at all than to 
have it done atthe hands of the democratic 
party. Shoulda bill be agreed upon by the 
alliancemen and accepted by congress, then 
the stock in trade of the third party people 
would be exhausted and they would have no 
platform upon which to run for re-election, 

Therefore it is to their interests to prevent 
the adoption of any measure of relief by this 
congress, in order that they can go to their 
constituency next fall and say: “Here, the 
democratic party refuses to give you relief, 
now vote for the third party people, and we 
will give you relief,”’ 

The democratic alliancemen are working 
hard upon the formation of some measure that 
will give relief, and at the same time be sat- 
isfactory to all branches of business and all 
people. They do not want to attempt to enact 
any rank legislation, and consequently are 
considering what they do thoroughly. Within 
a few weeks they will perhaps agree upon 
seme measure to present to congress and en- 
deayor to enact. 

The Day in Congress. 

In the senate Mr. Call offered a resolution 
for investigation as to the alleged efforts of 
railway and other corporations to control the 
election of senators in the Florida legislature. 
He asked that the resolution be laid on the 
table, and said that he would submit some ob- 
servations upon itat an early day. He also 
offered a resolution instructing the committee 
on public lands to report a bill for the open- 
ing to settlement, under the land laws, certain 
reservations in Florida. This he also asked to 
have Jaid on the table. The senate has ad- 
journed until Monday. 

In the hou’ Mr. Buchanan, of Virginia, 
‘from the committee on judiciary, reported a 
bill to regulate the manner in which prop- 
erty sha!l be sold under orders and decrees of 
United States courts. Mr. Culberson, from 
the same committee, reported a bill to limit 
the jurisdiction of United States circuit and 
district courts.

SPURGEON’S FUNERAL, 
Metropolitan Tabernacie Crowded—The Im- | 
pressive Ceremonies. 

Loxpow, February 11.—The last memorial ser- 
vice over the remains of Rey. Mr. Spurgeon was 
held last night. The Metropolitan tabernacle was 
crowded and the services, which were not con- 
cluded until after midnight, were very solemn and 
impressive, This morning a majority of the shops 
in the vicinity of the tabernacle were closed as a 
mark of respect to tho dead minister and the

The funeral services this morning opened at 11 
o’clock. Members of .Mr. Spurgeon’s family at 
present in London, the mayor of Croydon, several 
members of the house of commons, Lady Burdett- 
Coutts and deputations from sixty religious bodies 
were among those present.

THE GOVERNMENT BREAKING UP. 


Another Revolution Feared in Brazil—Minis- 
ters Resigning. , 

LONDON, February 11.—A dispatch to The Times 
from Rio Janeiro states that affairs there are in 
very bad shape, and notwithstanding the fact 
that the election of General Peixotto to succeed 
Fonseca as president of the republic was thought 

to indicate that peace and prosperity would once 
more prevail throughout the country, another 
revolution is imminent. Three ministers have 
handed their resignations to the president and 
this is taken asan indication that the govern- 
ment is breaking up. At Pelotas,in the state of 
Rio Grande do Sul, the feeling between the popu- 
lace and the governmént troops is very bitter, and 
it is feared that a conflict may occur at any 
moment. The government land telegraphs be- 
tween Pelotas and Porto Alegre, the capita ‘of the 
state, have been cut. 


The Striking Coal Porters. 

LONDON, February 11.—The striking coal 
porters took the trade by surprise, and orders to 
strike surprised the porters themselves, but they 
obeyed. The small coal dealers have no stocks 
ahead. Nearly every coal depot on the river is at 
a standstill, and all are becoming blockaded with 
barges waiting to be unloaded. The dealers have 
raised the price of coal, and gloomy predictions 
are indulged inas to what will result from the 
prolonged strike. Tho strikers met today, and 
atiripen a resolution to hold out fortheir de- 
mands. 


A HOPEFUL SIGN. 


A Third Party Man Defeated by a Demo- 
cratic Allianceman. 

RALEIGH, N.C., February 11.—[{Special.]—It now 
transpires that there was an interesting feature in 
the election ofthe delegate here yesterday to 
represent this district at the alliance and labor 
convention at St. Louis. Two candidates were 
before the meeting—one with third-party 
inclinations, the other a man who places hi 
democracy before his &lliance affiliations.” The 
latter was the one chosen, and today it is re- 
marked that this is a more hopeful sign. 

There are grave fears, on the part of many 
democrats, that there will be serious complica- 
tions in the state inthe coming campaign. The 
alliance is an unknown and ancertain factor. One 
of the leading alliance democrats in congress is 
here, and brings the news that rumors, as floated 
over from the senate tothe house, are that Hill 
will support a silver coinage measure, which lies 
80 near the alliance heart. 


EX-GOVERNOR MAGRATH DYING 


South Carolina’s War Governor Suffers a 
Stroke of Apoplexy. 
CuARLESTON, S. C., February 11.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Governor A. G. Magrath had fan attack of apo- 
plexy today, and his recovery is doubtful. Goy- 
ernor McGrath was born in this city in 1813, grad- 
uated at Harvard and studied law under the late 
Judge Story. At the breaking out of the war he 
was a United States district judge, and upon the 
passage of the ordinance of secession, madea 
dramatic scene in court by disrobing himself 
of the judicial ermine. He was the last 
war governor of South Carolina, and after the 
surrender was imprisoned by the federal govern- 
ment in Fort Pulaski for some time, 


HE IS FROM “OLD PUTNAM.” 


A Georgia Famer Falls Into the Hands of 
Bunco Men. 

New York, February 11.—John J. Delarch, a 
typical farmer from Putnam county, Georgia, was 
swidled out of $300 today by “bunco men,’”’ who 
gave him a box which they said contained $3,200 
in counterfeit money, but which was filled with 

ackages of brown paper. The detective saw the 

armer and a green-goods man together and took 
them both into custody. The bunco man gave the 
name of William Mackey, a salesman, but re- 
fused to give his address.

The Capitol at Raleigh Draped in Mourn- 
ing—Flags at Half-Mast. 

RALEIGH, N. C., February 11.—[Special.]—The 
capitol is draped in mourning and was closed all 
day asa mark of respect to ex-Governor Scales, 
whose funeral was held at Greensboro this morn- 
ing. Flags jwere half-masted here. Governor 
Holt attended the funeral. There was a large 
attendance of other prominent men from various 
parts of the state. 


A Deaf Man on the Track. 

GREENVILLE; Miss., February 11.—[Special.]— 
When the north-bound train on the yeeiaritte, 
New Orleans and Texas railroad this morning 
had proceeded a few miles above Greenville the 
engineer saw a man walking the rails a short dis- 
tance ahead. As the train was near him, he did 
not seem to pay any attention to it until it .was 
almost on him, 
and rang the engine bel! to give him the alarm of 
approaching danger,anud wittn the engine was 
within only a few feet of him he stepped off the 
track and down the side of the embankment, but 
not far enough from the track, as when the pass- 
ing train reached him it struck him in the back of 
the head cutting a terrible gash which resulted in 
instant death.

the platform of these conventions as their 
presence is felt when it comes to voting. 
What Alliancemen Say. 

**A fter all,’’ said a prominent alliance mem- 

ber of the convention, “it isnot well to jump 
at conclusions. In the first place, it is not cer- 
tain that Colonel Peek is going to run for gov- 
ernor. I believe it myself, but it 
is by no means recorded yet. In 
the sécond place, if he does intend to run this 
is no place and no time to be estimating his 
strength among the farmers of Georgia. As a 
class, most of the men in the State Agricultural 
Society are representatives of the richer class 
of farmers, and it is undeniable that they are 
not as earnest in their demands for the Ocala 
platform principles as the great mass of toiling 
farmers of Georgia. Colonel Peek is square 
on the Ocala platform and it is from the alli- 
ance element of farmers that he will draw his 
strength if he runs for governor.” 

Another allianceman told me that it was 
certain that Colonel Peek will run, ‘‘for,’’ said 

‘he, ‘Peek has written letters around in Geor- 
gia virtually saying he would be in the race 
already.”’ 
The Day's Proceedings. 

Mrs. Felton, the irrepressible north Georgia 
woman who has been put virtually in the lead 
of the great work of carrying Georgia to the 
world’s fair, was kept busy smiling and bow- 
ing before the agricultural seciety today. She 
and the world’s fair have been the toasts of 
the day, and there seems to be no doubt that 
the people in this part of Georgta, and indeed 
the delegates from other portions of the state, 
will contribute their full share of the $100,000 
which is desired to secure the state exhibit, 

Mrs. Felton was, this morning, introduced 
to the convention, amid loud applause, by 
Governor Nerthen. In introducing her the 
governor outlined the plan of securing the 
money. He denied certain published reports 
that he had ever called upon the Georgia 
legislature to tax the people of Georgia to 
get up this exhibit, declaring that he wanted 
only to secure small contributions from all 
sides. 

When Mrs. Felton took the stand and stood 
smiling to the right and to the left, she read a 
long paper urging the women of Georgia, from 
the richest to the poorest, to contribute liber- 
ally to this scheme when the time comes. She 
said there was not a woman so pooras not to 
selltwo dozen eggs and give her a quarter of 
a dollar to the Georgia exhibits. 

When she finished Colonel Grigsby Thomas, 
of Columbus, made a speech, he said, at the 
request of Governor Northen, in which he said 
it was bosh to talk about being prevented by 
the constitution of Georgia from appropriat- 
ing money to the world’s fair. He read a long 
paragraph from the constitution of Georgia 
and claimed that the people could 

Take the Bull by the Horns 

and vote the money for putting a handsome 
exhibit at Chicago. But he was interrupted 
here. A farmer delegate asked if he was after 
bringing on more taxes by taking the money 
out of the treasury in defiance of the constitu- 
tion of the state. He went on toexpress the 
view that if Georgia would hang a placard in 
Chicago saying, ‘‘We don’t tax people to death 
just for show down here,”’ it would bring more 
immigration here than Georgian displays by 
increased taxation. 

Mr. Hall, of Macon, then offered a 
resolution to test the convention on 
the question, ‘‘Shall the-people support Gov- 
ernor Northen and the world’s fair project or 
not?’ 

Quick as lightning a farmer stood up to 
amend the resolation by inserting the words, 
‘‘By voluntary contribution and not by state 
appropriation.”’ . 

With this amendment the resolution pledg- 
ing the convention’s support to have Georgia 
represented passed unanimously. 

Colonel Tom Lyon, of Cartersville, made a 
powerful speech this morning before the con- 
vention. He was down on the programme to 
talk about the cotton acreage, but, as he 
said himself, he didn’t stick to his 
text. Most of his speech was spent 
in taking to task Colonel Peek’s speech 
the evening before. He laughed atthe lat- 
ter’s statement, talking of the “extreme pow 
erty of the people of Georgia.”” Colonel Lyon 
is not the only one who seems to have been 
picking to pieces the speech of Colonel Peek. 
Colonel Peek left last night and has not been 
here to reply to his critics.

A Salty Story Crops Out of the Fulton 
County Map. 


MR. H. T. M'DANIEL, A BIDDER, TALKS, 


And Uses Some Very Plain Language 
About Captain COlayton's 
Recommendations, 


The map of Fulton county bids fair to bea 
bother forever. 

It’s something about which perplexities and 
complications gather thick and fast. 

The treasury of the county has been drained 
to pay for the work done onit, and itis not 
completed. 

It will be mgrod number of weeks yet before 
it is completed. 


The county commissioners meet tomorrow : 
to give out the contract for the completion ef: 


the map. 

Who will get it remains to be seen. 

A very interesting story has developed out 
of the matter in the last two days. 

It will be remembered that the bids for the 
completion of the map were referred to 
Captain Robert M. Clayton, the city en- 
gineer. 

Several bids were made. The bid made by 
Mr. Henry McDaniel, the well-known 
engineer, was by far the lowest—$310. It was 
thought by some that Captain Clayton woeld 
recommend that Mr. McDaniel’s‘ bid B® de- 
cepted, as it was lowest, and he was known to 
bean excellent engineer. 

He did not do this, however, 
but recommended that Mr. Baylor, who-had 
been at work on the map, but had been dis- 


| missed by the commissioners, be employed to 


compléte the work. 

The comissioners did not act at onco.on 
Captain Ciayton’s recommendation, but post- 
poned action gntil tomorrow. 

Mr. McDauiel is very warm about Captatn 
Clayton’s report. He says that if any other 
engineer had made aslowabidas he did 
Captain Clayton would have recommended 
that the bid be accepted. 

“Now,” satd Mr. McDauiel, ‘‘porsonally my 
relations to Mr. Baylor are very friendly and 
I am not complaining because he was recom- 
mended by Mr. Clayton. My rela- 
tions to Mr. Clayton are not friendty, 
The commissioners did not understand 
the personal relations between Mr. Clayton 
and myself when the bids were refer to 
him. The day before the bids were referred 
to him Captain Claytonsaid to me: ‘You have 
said that you are glad that I did not accept 
your proposition that you be made en- 
gineer of construction of tha new waterworks. 
It was a flag of truce you held, as a prospective 
candidate for city engineer next term, against 
me.’ Our relations have not beem friendl 
since Our race for city engineer. I did say 
was glad, for I did not want to be a sup- 
plicant at Mr. Clayton’s feet after 
what had passed. [I have no ani- 
mosity in this matter, but I am — 
sure that Mr. Clayton did not consult 
his better judgment in making the recom- 
mendation. I am very sorry, as we have 
mutual friends, and I am the only sufforer 
from this uncalled for antagonism.” 

The unpleasantness between Captain Clay- 
ton and Mr. McDanielis of long standing. 
Nearly twenty years ago Captain Clayton de- 
feated Mr. McDaniel for the position of city 
engineer. 

Ir. McDaniel, after his defeat, left Atlanta 
and went west and was gone fora few years. 
He returned to Atlanta, and he and Mr. Hugh 
Angier formed a combination to defeat 
Captain Clayton. 

They were successful, and Mr. Hugh An- 
gier was-city engineer and Mr. McDaniel was 
his assistant. 

They did not agree, however, and 
at the following election Captain Clayton was 
again elected city engineer. He has held the 
position since. Mr. McDaniel has been’ out 
west since his second defeat, and only came 
back to Atlania six weeks ago. 

tewiurping from the west after defeat, as be- 


fore, Mr. MeVaniel will, perhaps, again make » 


the race against Captain Clayton. 

Time has not'obliterated the antagonism 
between the two gentlemen, and arace would 
be warm, even bitter.

State Bank Circulation. 

The establishment of the state banking 
system continues to grow in popular favor, 

Speaking of the bill introduced by Con- 
gressman Oates, of Alabama, The Chicago 
Herald says that it is less objectionable than 
similar bills, because it does not propose to 
abolish the prohibitory tax on circulating 
notes other than those directly authorized 
by congress, but only to suspend it in favor 
of state banks complying with certain pre- 
scribed conditions. The conditions are 


these: 

1. That a bank organized under the laws of any 
state shall deposit in the state treasury or other 
sife depository designated by law an amount of 
the sulvent bonds of that state equal to75 percent 
of the amount of circulating notes, and lawful 
money of the United States to the amount of 25 
percent ofthe notes issued. 2. That the aggre- 
gate amount of circnlating notes issued by state 
banks in any state shall not exceed §5 to each in- 
habitant of that state. 

Undoubtedly this would afford ample safe- 
guards for the redemption of notes, and it 
would make great inflation impossible, 

In a speech recently delivered at Clayton, 
Ala., by Mr. Alto V. Lee, it was proposed to 
make state banks secure by cither of four 
methods: | 

1. Deposit of United States interest-bearing 
bonds in the state treasury, the same kind now 
used by national bankers; to allow an issue of 
bills equal to the face value of the bonds, instead 
of 90 per cent us under the national system, there- 
by increasing the circulation $10,000 in every 
$100,000 of United States bonds used; to allow the 
owner of the United States bonds to draw interest 
on his bonds under the state system precisely as he 
now does under the national, the banker, by this 
agreement, drawing the same amount of interest 
on his bonds under each system, and under the 
state system having $10,000 more bills to operate 
upon than under the national system, 

2. Tosecure the billholders by requiring a de- 
posit or interest-bearing state bonds equal to the 
amount of bills to be issued. 

3. To allow bankers toissue bills secured by one- 
third of the amount issued in gold and silver —that 
is, allow banks to issue $150,000 in bills by keeping 
constantly on hand $50,000 in gold and silver to 
redeem the bills on presentation. 

4. To secure the billholders by a deposit, as a 
condition precedent to state’ banking, of non-in- 
terest and non-taxable state bonds in the state 
treasury, the bonds to be sold at their face value 
to those only, and asacondition precedent, who 
propose to bank under the state laws. The bank- 
ers pay for these bonds their face value in current 
funds, gold, silver, United States treasury Lotes, 
etc., and deposits his bonds with the state trezs- 
urer as security for his billholders. The bond does 
not bear interest and is non- taxable. The bankers 
pay taxcs on their issue as on other property. The 
State eeils $100,000 worth of bonds for $100,000. 
The banker déposits bonds and ‘igsues $100,000 in 
bills. The per cent of gain to him by the !oss and 
distruction of bills never passed for redemption 
will compensate for wes ioe of the exchange 
of money. The state NAS $100,000 in cash for her 
non-interest-bearing bonds, redeemable on pre- 
sentation, to be appropriated as her legislature 
may determine.

The discussion has already brought to light 
expedients which render state bank circula- 
tion safe, and the widespread benefit of such 
a system cannot be doubted.

What Is a Snap Convention?

The word snap convention, which i# 6w in 
every mugwump mouth, is found in noné°6F the 
English dictionaries, and doubtless mahy peaders 
are uncertain as to its exact meaning om mean- 
ings.

The new reservoir will be started Monday. 

For two weeks the contractor has been 
elearing away the trees, stumps and under- 

wth in order to begin excavating. 

That work has almost been completed. 

Today and tomorrow a big gang of the 
hands will be engaged in moving the twenty 
or more houses belonging tothe city. These 
will be removed fromthe lots upon which 
ghey were built to lots belonging to the city, 
pear tho margin of the great pool. 
Gome of the homes are nice, coim- 
modious cottages, valuable enough to be trans- 
planted and preserved for homes of persons 
who will be necessary to the city as employes 
qhen the new water system is started. Others 
are not so good, but for the present will be 
utilized by laborers on the work, 

If the removal of the houses can be com- 

Jeted by Saturday 200 men will begin digging 

onday for the reservoir and the clear-water 
basins. The reservoir will be one of the largest 
in the south, and when completed will have 
acapacity of a little less than two hundred 
million gallons, while the clear-water basin 
will take over one million gallons. 

The work on the mile and a half of railroad 
is moving along rapidly, and within the time 
specified the work will be completed. The 
contractors say the road will be ready for 
trains before the expiration of the time stipu- 
lated. 

At the river both the water commission 
and the contractors are pleased with 
the work and the progress of the works. Itis 
acertainty, now, that the ground will be 
ready.for the pumps and other machfnery by 
the time the manufacturers are ready to 
deliver.it. 

Nearly one hundred thousand dollars, con- 
siderably over seventy-live thousand dollars, of 
the work is yet to be contracted for. So far, 
contracts have been awarded for $380,000 in 
round figures:

To complete the work, two engine houses, 
an intake pipe, a clear-water basin and a levee 
must be built. Contracts for these have not 
been awarded yet, but estimates have been

President Harrison Can't Shut Out the 
Black Brother. 


HE'S GWINE TO DAT CONVENTION 


Lije Halford Tries to Pull Wool Over 
the Negroes’ Eyes, but It 
Does Not Go. 


The brother in black part of the republican 
party in Georgia, anditis by far the largest 
part, is chafing under the order swhich Presi- 
dent Harrison's next-door neighbor left here 
Tuesday night. 

A delegation of white business men would 
be a fine thing for President Harrison to point 
toand say: ‘'There is the republican party in 
the‘south as I have made it.”’ 

As the partyin the south consists almost 
entirely of negroes and white officejholders, 
the extent of the resentment of the order that 
no blacks or office holders are to go to the na- 
tional convention can be readily appreciated. 

The party in Georgia is exercised 
over the matter and President Harrison 
heard from his constituents here yesterday. 
THE ConsTITUTION’s give-away of the scheme 
has embarrassed the leaders, and they evi- 
dently were caught-in a corner. 

The interview given below with President 
Harrison’s private secretary is an evasion. 
Any one can see that plainly enough, and 
there is no wide-awako negro who will be 
fooled at Mr. Halford’s statement that it is all 
a mistake because Mr. Shiel hus not seen Mr. 
Harrison for a long time. 

Lije’s Weak Answer. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—The statement 
madein The Washington Post in a special dis- 


patch from Atlanta concerning the wishes of 


the president as to the character of delegates 
he would prefer to go to the Minneapolis con- 
yention, are emphatically dented at the white 
house today. It was alleged that R. R. Shiel, 
of Indianapolis, a personai friend of President 
Harrison, in an interview published in Tux 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, is reported to have 
given expression to the president’s desires in 
this regard in such a way that it was inferred 
generally that he was speaking on behalf of 
Harrison. The understanding, according to 
Shiel’s statement, was that the president 
wanted the republican delegation from Geor- 
gia to be composed of white business 
men, and that no federal office holders 
should be sent to the convention. This 
statement was shown to Private Secretary 
Halford this morning, and’ he said that of 
course there was no authority forit. ‘Shiel 
has not seen the president for a long time,” 
said Mr. Halford, ‘‘and did not see him before 
he went south, and, from what I know of 
him, Iam quite sure he is not correctly re- 
ported. So far from drawing the race line, no 
one who knows President Harrison, and is at 
all familiar with his attitude toward the col- 
ored people, would for a moment suppose that 
he ever entertained an idea of discriminating 
against them. With respect to sending office 
holders to the national convention as deie- 
gates, the president has never made any utter- 
ance on the subject. It is manifest that 
such a question must be left to the 
good judgment of the arty, and 
that no iron-clad rule could adopted. 
The republicans everywhere will recognize 
the propriety of leaving the people free to 
send to the convention those who would best 
represent the sentiment and desires of the 

arty. And, moreover, I have just received a 

etter from Atlanta saying that Shiel never 
made the statement imputed to him, but what 
he did say was, that in his own personal judg- 
ment, it would be well to have the delegation 
composed mostly of business men, and this 
statement was made solely on his own au- 
thority.’’ 
Bill Pledger’s Wrath. 

Bill Pledger, of Athens, one of the negro 
candidates for a place on the Georgia delega- 
tion, also an office holder under the adminis- 
tration, said yesterday that if the republicans 
of Georgia want him as one of their represent- 
atives to the national convention, he will go, 
if it necessitates tendering his resignation. 
He acknowledges his warm friendship for the 
administration, but declares he. will not submit 
to being counted out of the national convention 
in any such manner. 

He says that he is opposed to a solid white 
delegation on any grounds. ‘does not want 
a purely colored delegation, either, but thinks 
they ought to be mixed. The républican party 
of Georgia iscomposed of about seven-eighths 
negroes, and they will not, according to Pled- 
ger, think of such a proposition as the one 
made by Shiel for the president. 

Pledger came to Atlanta from his home in 
Athens as soon as he received information of 
the president’s message through THE ConsTI- 
TUTION, and is still here. There are other 
leading negroes of the state here and they are 
exceedingly indignant at the turn affairs have 
taken. Pledger Said yesterday: 

‘‘T aim Harrison’s friend, and am slow to be- 
lieve that he has issued any such instructions, 
but if he has he can just goto h—1l. There is 
10,000,000 negroes in these United States enjoy- 
ing the right of citizenship, and there may be 
@ convention to nominate a president with not 
a single negro init, but I will be d—d if it 
won’t be afterIam dead. What I want is 
fairshow. I want to see negroesin that con- 
vention, and Georgia negroes, andIam going 
to see them there, too, mark that.’’ 

The Wires Used. 


Several telegrams were sent to President 
Harrison, Rhodes Shiel and members of 
the national committee yesterday, 
about the matter, but up to a late hour yester- 
day afternoon no replies of a satisfactory na- 
ture had been received. 

This fact had a strong tendency towards 
convincing the negroes that ali denials of the 
reports regarding the message were false, and 
that they have simply been counted out. The 
communications to the president and his lieu- 
tenants will be repeated today, and kept up 
until some satisfaction is received. @They 
say that the order will have to be revoked or 
that they Will show Bennie Harrison a kicking 
exhibition that will paralyze him. 

Ed Angier Withdraws. 


Mr. E. A. Angier, who is the assistant 
United States attorney of this district, yester- 
day withdrew from the list of candidates for 
delegates to the national convention. 

It had been conceded on all sides that Mr. 
Angier would be oneof the delegates from 
this district, and he would have had little op- 

osition in the convention, and his withdrawal 
s undoubtedly in deference to the president’s 


wishes that no office holders be selected. 


Mr. Angier had little to say about his with- 
drawal, further than it was from his own 
pleasure, after mature consideration of the situ- 
ation. He admitted that he believed his elec 
tion as one of the delegates would have been 
reasonably certain. 

Up the Wrong Stump. 

It was rumored yesterday on the street, that 
E. A. Angier’s removal from the office of 
assistant district attorney had been requested 
on the ground that he furnished Tar ConstTI- 
TUTION with the information upon which its 
Tuesday morning’s expose of the administra- 
tion black eye to negroes was based. 

If this be so, the demand for his removal is a 
very unjust one, ashe, Mr. Angier, did not 
furnish the information or any pest of it. 
When asked about the matter by THs Con- 
STITUTION representative, Mr. Angier posi- 
tively refused to say anything further than 
that he knew nothing about such an order.

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THE NEW YORK MARKET, 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 11.--The stcck market of 

today was an exceptional one\in every respect, and in 
point of activity andthe extent of advances scored 
was entirely unprecedenfed.\ Four different stocks 
show sales this evening of more than 100,000 shares 
each, and notwithstanding thea enormous trading in 
Reading during the last four days its total today was 
over haifa million. The gains were still on an equally 
large scale, and the extreme ftuctuations of Jersey 
Central, on a comparatively moderate business, was 
8's percent. The stimulus extended to other stocks 
than the Coalers, but only to those which are belleved 
to be favorably affecte? by the new deal, including 
New Englandand New York, Ontario and Western. 
Coal stocks, in general, were bought with great con- 
fidence throughout the day by Investors as well as 
speculetors, and despite the fuct that the general list 
was under the ban of a heavy pressure by both London 
and traders as well as professional bears, concessions 
were in most cases insignificant, and the final 
changes unworthy of note. Low-priced specialties 
were allbutentirely neglected throughout the day. 
The market opened tOéday with great activity and at 
materially higher figures in most cases, Reading being 
up 2's per cent, and the crowd on the floor waiting for - 
the sounding of the gavel was the largest ever secon in 
any one stock since thé foundation of the exchange. 
The excitewent was intense, andthe trading tn Read- 
ing for the first quarter hour reaehed considerably 
over 100,009 shares, lots of 1,009 shares being excep- 
tionally smallat the time. The price rose steadily in 
the face of heavy realizations to 64, at which point it 
halted and went back, but in late trading 647 was 
touched ani the stock closed with a net gain of 8y 
per cent, at 64's. Jersey Central was more rapid in 
its movement, being rushed up from 130 to 1328's and it 
closed at 137, with a gain of8per cent. Delaware and 
Hudson was raised more rapidly inthe late trading, 
and closed at its highest figure, 136, with a gain of 614 
per cent, while Lackawanna, which was especially 
siuggish in the forenoon, was advanced sharply at the 
same time, rising from 157 to 163, but it closed 2 per 
cent lower, with a gain of only 4'; per oent. New Eng- 
land was very largely traded in and rose from 484,§to 
56'5 and closed at 53\4, with a gain of 474 per cent. 
The most marked feature, however, was the sudden 
extreme activity and strength in Ontario and Westérn, 
which was one of the four stocks whose sales reached 
over 100,060 shares, and its price was raised from 19'4 
to 23',, and its final gain was 2% percent, Erie, St. 
Pau], Northern Pacific preferred and Atchison, among 
the railroad stocks,and Chicago Qas, among the in 
dustrials, were specially active, and the last named 
was spcécially strong for atime, crossing 80, but failed 
to hold the improvement. Rock Island was a speciaily 
weak point in the market during the forenoon, but it 
fully recovered its loss latcr in the day and closed un- 
changed at 91. The general list was comparatively 
négiecited, and fluctuated within narrow limits in 
marked contrast toa féwW ‘leaders, in which sales on 
bulges lead to sharp declines, but were always followed 
by equally sharp rallies. Thewmarket, on a whole, was 
a sensational one, and the baayancy of the close leads 
to expéctation that with the excitement ip coal 
stocks over, other groups wiil be brought forward 
with equally happy results. The clese was strong and 
confident at practically the best figures and was made 
an extremely large volume of business. The sales of 
listed stocks aggregated 1,437,000 shares; unlisted, 
6,000 shares.

NEW YORK, February 11.--The trading today has 
been of a strange character—almost impossible to de- 
fine, the market opening below last night’s figures in 
consequence of the disappointing newafrom Liverpool, 
promised no special change, and was very steady tiil 
close on to noon. The receipts were libsral both at 
the interlor and ports, and there seemed nothing in 
prospect to warrant the expectation of the subsequent 
advance. However, a steady stream of buying orders 
began to arrive; and, notwithstanding persistent sell- 
ing on the part of local traders and one or two com- 
mission houres, the price has steadily tmprored, and 
the market closes firm at the best of the day, showing 
an advance of fully 15 points over last night and from 
2428 points over yestercay morning's lowest. There 
has nol apparently been any good ground for the ad- 
vance other than a possible change of sentiment infla- 
enced by the bureau, We did not seem ripe as yet for 
an advance considering the heavy movement whfeb is 
upon us, However, the price is so low that there Is 
nothing to he said on this score,.and it would seem as 
if investors continue to be attracted by the moderate 
price of the article, and unless the receipts should 
emmuin on the seale now coming in, we believe that 
they willin time do well on their purchases. Of course 
we shall doubtless, in the nervous condition of affaira, 
see wide fluctuations, but the one point remains—-the 
article islow. This wil in itself be a steady endour-

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SOLDIER'S DAUGHTER 


Appeals to the Courts to Settle a Com- 
plicated Case, 


INVOLVING HER DEAD MOTHER'S PENSION 


Judge A. A. Manning, Who Secured the 
Pension, Made Defendant in Three 
Interesting Cases, 


Next Monday the criminal docket will be 
taken up in the United States court. 

Among the first cases to be put on trial are 
two cases against Judge A. A. Manning, 
ebarging him with conspiracy, and one against 
A. A. Manning et al., on the same charge. 

The story back of these cases isa long one. 

In 1887, Elizabeth Mallin, whose husband 
gerved his country gallantly in the wir of 1812, 
applied through the agency of H. H. Walker, 
of Belton, for a pension. H. H. Walker was 
doing at that time an extensive claim and 
pension business, and, in many cases involving 
Jarge sums, itis stated that he secured the 
services of Judge A. A. Manning, of this city. 

In the case that is now the basis of the sensa- 
tional criminal action against Judge Manning, 
it is claimed that Walker received the applica- 
tion from Mrs. Mullin and forwarded it to Judge 
Manning, together with the proofs and in- 
structions to push the ciaii. 

The Pensioner Dies. 


Tle claims and proofs, duly attested by A. 
A. Manning, notary public and ex-officio jus- 
tice of the peace, were forwarded to the pen- 
sion department. After several months of the 
usual hitches and deiaysinvariably attending 
such cases, a pension amounting to $1,066 was 

ranted and the vouchers thereforsent to At- 

anta to be signed up. 

In the meantime Mrs. Mnuilin, borne down 
by her weight of years, died in the most abject 
poverty. The vouchers for the pension that 
would have perhaps prolonged her life, or at 
Jeast added comfort to the last days of the 
brave soldier’s wife, did not arrive until tbree 
months after her death. 


The Daughter Gets It. 


There is a sectionin the law under which 
the peusion was granted allowing remuuera- 
tion to any relative, or other person, who may 
have attended deceased pensioners previ- 
ous to and during their last illness, to the 
amount due on the pension at the time of 
death. 

Under the provision of this section, Mrs. 
Frances E. Estes, a daughter of the deceased, 
who then lived near Ponce de Leon springs, 
and still lives in that vicinity, entered her ap- 
plication for romuneration. Mrs. Estes made 
muta bill for 1,875 days’ nursing at 75 cents a 


y. 

Another daughter of Mrs. Mullin made out 
a similar claim for fifty-nine months’ nursing 
at75 cents aday, and the same number of 
months’ board at $10 per month. These 
counter claims naturally-involved a vast deal 
of unpleasantness and complications. 

As under the circumstances neither could 
collect anything, the other daughter signed 
@n agreement making Mrs. Esies the legal 
beneticiary of whatever might be realized on 
the pension due their mother. . This again put 
the matter in tangible shape, and the request 
for the pension was renewed in behalf of Mrs. 
Estes. 

The Money Receivcd; 


According to the court records in the case, a 
Graft was sent for theamount due on the pen- 


' gion at the time or Mrs. Mullin’s death, $1,066,

It is further stated thata New York draft 
was sent for $1,016 to Mrs. Frances E. Estes, 
residence oS Peachtree street, care A. A. 
Manning. Itis alleged that Mrs. Estes did 
mot live at 514 Peachtree street, but at 
Ponce de Leon _ springs, and that 
514. Peachtree street was at that 
time the business officeof A. A. Manning. 
Mrs. Estes makes the statement to the court 
that she was notified by A. A. Manning that 
the money had arrived and to call at his office 
and receive it. This she did, and founa on 
her arrival that the seal of her letter had been 
broken. She states that A. A. Manning en- 
thusiasticly flourished the draft in her face on 
entering, with the remark, ‘‘Now we have 
money.”’ Then, at Judge Manning’s request, 
she accompanied him tothe Merchants’ bank 
of this city to get the draft cashed. 


Places It to His Account. 


On their arrival at the bank, according to 
the original draft which is now in the posses- 
sion of the court, the paper was eudorsed 
“Frances E. Estes,’’ with a character, under 
which read her mark; ‘‘witness, A. A. Man- 
ning, N. P. and ex-oflicio J. P.;’’ all of which 
is written in the same hand, and Mrs. Estes 
declares without her knowledge or consent. 
She is ignorant and illiterate, not being ab!e 
to read a word of English, and alleges that 
she was never asked to touch the pen or in 
apy way acknowledge the endorsement. 

A. A. Manning then presented the draft for 
payment to the paying teller, who asked: 

“Do you want this al! in money or want it 
placed to your credit ?”’ 

“Give me $16 in money,” was the reply, 
“and here is my passbook ; place the $1,000 to 
my credit.’’ 

Then it is alleged that Judge Manning 
handed Mrs. Estes the $16 and walked out of 
the bank, she asking: 

“Is this all the money I am going to get?” 

“Yes, for the present,’’ was the reply from 


Manning. 
Payment Refused. 

The draft was sent to the Hanover National 
bank of New York, upon which it was drawn 
for collection, and payment refused on the 
gronnd of lack of proper endorsement, and 
oe returned to the Merchants’ bank of this 

here the word ‘witness’ appeared in the 
original endorsement, ‘‘es” was added, and 
under the other signatures that of Joseph 
Jones. Mrs. Estes states that this was done 
without her knowledge or consent. The draft 
Was returned to New York, and thence to the 
treasury department, where it was paid. 

About the Money. 

_ Mrs. Estes states that from time to time she 
bas only received in all from Manning $180 
of the $1,016 due her. 

Judge Manning, she charges, putin a bill 
against the account $100 for his notary serv- 
ices in securing the pension and a bill for the 
same amount for H. H. Walker, of Belton, for 
aiding in the transaction. This left of the $1,000 

laced to Manning’s creditin the Merchants’ 

ational bank $620, which he has failed to 
turn over. 

Judge Manning claims that the $620 he 
Joaned to his father-in-law, and holds notes 
forthe same. This, Mrs. Estes claims, was 
without her knowledge or consent. She says 
she isin the most abject poverty and on the 
verge of starvation.
